HOPE FOR FUTURE SEEN

As predicted in The Post from the 
start, the Geneva conference to limit 
naval. armaments has collapsed and 
ended in failuré. The failure is com- 
plete and in many quarters there is a 
feeling of genuine and patriotic satis- 
faction that the American delegation, 
under the guidance of President Cool- 
idge and Secretary of State Kellogg, has 
refused to jeopardize America’s na- 
tional defense for the sake of procuring 
an agreement. 

Statements yesterday by Secretary 
Kellogg and Hygh S. Gibson, chief 
American delegate, to the effect that a 
basis of agreement may later be found 
are regarded here as the usual diplo- 
matic expressions of hope designed to 
take the sharp edge off the announced 
disagreement. 

Both Mr. Kellogg and Mr. Gibson lay 


‘the blame for failure at the door 


of Great Britain and the latter’s state- 
ment at yesterday’s final session of the 
conference particularizes in this re- 
spect without sugar-coating the issues. 
The fact that both Mr. Coolidge and 
Mr. Kellogg went over the Gibson 
statement and added ‘ suggestions of 
their own gives it added weight as an 
accurate expression of the United 
States Government’s position. 

Theres is, however, no attempt on the 
part of the United States to allow re- 
crimination or ill-feeling to creep into 
its summarization of the British atti- 
tude.

Boston, Aug. 4 (A.P.).—Although Gov. | 


Fuller has refused to extend executive 
clemency to Nicola Sacco and Barto- 
lomeo Vanzetti, principals in a famous 
murder trial, the long battle to save 
the lives of the two men has not ended. 

Today while the minutes of the last 
week of life for the condemned men 
ticked away, it became known that the 
attorfeys who had fought their case 
before the State Supreme Court and 
the governor had retired, and that new 
counsel had been retained to take any 
further legal steps possible to avoid 
the electric chair. 

Arthur D. Hill, Boston lawyer, who 
formerly was associated with Fred 
Moore, of California, in the Sacco-Van- 
zetti defense, was selected as the new 
attorney. He refused to discuss re- 
ports that the United States District 
Court or the United States. Supreme 
Court would be approached in an effort 
to stay the hand of the executioner. 

“I have been consulted with a view 
to seeing what steps of a legal nature, 


if any, can be taken in the circum- 


strnces,” he said. “It is not possible 
at this time to make any further state- 
ment.” 


Reason for Change. 


The retirement of William G. Thomp- 
son and Herbert Ehrmann, who have 
had charge of the defense in the pro- 
ceedings before the Supreme Court 
looking to a new trial for Sacco and 
Vanzetti. was based on the ground that 
new counsel would be “untrammeled by 
the commitments of the past and less 
disturbed than we by a sense of in- 
justice.”

Fuller con- 
ducted his personal investigation of 
the Sacco-Vanzetti case and referred 
to the fact that the decision of the ad- 
visory committee named by the gover- 
nor to conduct @n independent investi- 
gation had not been made public.

BEAM SYSTEM TO OPEN 


High-Speed Messages to Be 


Sent in Facsimile, With 
Absolute Secrecy. 


OLD CODE. IS ELIMINATED

New York, Aug. 4.—Within a month 


‘the Radio Corporation of America will 


place in commercial use a high-speed 
directioncl, or “beam” system of wire- 
less communication between this city 
and London. 

On the basis of tests being made 
daily, in a comparatively short time it 
will rendez obsolete the laborious 
spelling out of words in the dot-and- 
dash signals of the Morse code. 

Within three years, officials of the 
corporation believe, the system—first 
brought to public notice by the Mar- 
coni Co. in England—will link the 
world’s leading cities with radio com- 
munication on a facsimile basis. 

This means that, with virtually com- 
plete secrecy, entire messages will be 
tossed across the Atlantic an@ photo- 
graphically reproduced with a speed 
more than ten times greater than any 
heretofore achievec in transmitting 
transoceanic photographs. 

In operation requiring possibly as 
little as two or three minutes, the 
same result will be attained as if a 
printed‘ page of a newspaper were torn 
out and shipped to England by steam- 
ship. Just as the ship would deliver 
the printed message only at the port 
for which it was intended, beam wire- 
less, for all practical purposes, will 
throw its message only to the receiv- 


ing station for which it is meant. It 
will do so at a speed equivalent. to 
250 words a minute or more.

The three 
visitors passed more than an hour in 
the death house. Mrs. Sacco, despite 
the strain of the meeting, did not 
break down. Later all three said that 
Sacco and Vanzetti had borne the or- 
deal well. 

Sacco continued his hunger strike 
today, and Vanzetti, who had broken 
his fast last Sunday, ate nothing today. 
Prison officials said Vanzetti had been 
suffering from stomach trouble. 

Despite the universal interest in the 
case there were no signs of demonstra- 
tions in favor of the condemned men 
today. Heavy guards had. been placed 
at the statehouse and at the homes 
of the governor and judges who figured 
in the case. When Gov. Fuller left 
his offices late today for his summer 
home at Rye Beach, he took no un- 
usual precautions, however. 

From the death house Sacco and 
Vanzetti today wrote brief, fiery letters 
to “friends all over the world,” de- 
nouncing Gov. Fuller and prosecuting 
Officials. Vanzetti wrote: 

“Gov. Alvan T. Fuller is a murderer, 
as Thayer, Katzman, State perjurers 
and all the others. ~He shake hands 
with me like a brother, make me be- 
lieve he was honestly intentioned and 
that his killing of the three car barn 
boys was not so as to have no precedent 
to save us. 

“Now, ignoring and denying all the 
proofs of our innocence, he insult us 
and murder us. We are innocent. 
“This is the war of plutocracy against 
liberty, against the people. We die for 
anarchy. Long life to anarchy. 
“BARTOLOMEO VANZETTI.” 


Letter of Sacco. 


Sacco’s letter follows: 
“My dear friends and comrades: 
“In the death cell we are just in- 
formed from the defense committee 
that Gov. Fuller has decidéd to kill us 
August 10. We are not surprised by 
this news because we know the capital- 
ist’s class is hard, without any mercy 
to the good soldiers of the revolution. 
“We are proud of death and fall as 
all the anarchists fall. It is up to you 
now, brothers, comrades. As I have 
told you yesterday that you are the 
only ones that can save us, because we 
have never had faith in the governor, 
For we have always known that Gov. 
Fuller, Thayer and Katzmann are the 
murderers, 
“With warm fraternal regards to all, 
“NICOLA SACCO.” 
Vanzetti’s reference to “the Car Barn 


Boys” recalled the cases of John J. 
Devereaux, John J. McLaughlin and 
Edward J. Heinlen, who were executed 
on January 6 last for the murder of 
James H. Ferneau, aged night watch- 
man in a Waltham street car barn, dur- 
ing a holdup. 

Devereaux was the admitted slayer 
of the watchman and heavy pressure 
was brought to bear on the governor 
to commute the sentences of the three 
to life imprisonment on the ground 
that it was unfair to take the lives o! 
all three when only one committed the 
actual murder. The governor, in de- 
clining to interfere with the executions, 
referred to the law which held all three 
equally guilty inasmuch as their in- 
tention of killing or wounding if they 
met with resistance was proved at their 
trial.

The finding of a stick of dynamite in

Mrs. Berardelli said she did not write 
the telegram and did not send it, but 
that not long ago she had been asked 
if she wanted to see innocent men put 
to death, and had replied, “2 do not 
want to see anyone punished who was 
innocent.” 

But as for Sacco and Vanzetti, Mrs. 
Berardelli said she had never seen the 
men, had no information about them, 
and knew little about the case. 

“How could I say what wus in the 
telegram when I did not Fnow the 
men?” she demanded. ‘I did not know 
whether they had done anything and 
how could I ask Gov. Fuller to do some- 
thing of which I knew nothing?

Le Soir also printed an interview with 
Former Premier Herriot, now minister 
of education, quoting him as follows: 

“Sacco and Vanzetti ougt to be ac- 
corded grace. They well merited a 
measure of clemency. From the bottom 
of my heart I opposed this punish- 
ment which lasted sevém years, I re- 
gret that I am not able to speak of it, 
for I am a member of the government 
and my words might be taken as com- 
ing from an official source.”

20 WOUNDED IN BERLIN 
PROTESTING SAGO FATE 


Police Objection to Religious 
Vestments Causes Fight in 
| Crowd of 100,000. 


PRESS ASSAILS GOVERNOR 


(Special Cable Dispatch.) 


Berlin, Aug. 4—Twenty were wound- 
ed and scores of Communists were ar- 
rested this evening when 100,000 Com- 
munists streamed to the center of town 
before the former kaiser’s palace to 
demonstrate against war and to protest 
against Gov. Fuller’s order refusing to 
stay the execution of Nicola Sacco and: 
Bartolomeo Vanzetti. : 


It was the biggest demonstration Ber- 
lin has witnessed for a year. The Com- 
munists paraded with floats and elec- 
tric chairs and young Communists 
personifying Sacco and Vanzetti, with 
priests at their side motioning them to 
the electric chair. 

Police officers held up the floats and 
ordered the Communists to give up their 
religious vestments. The latter refused 
and a fight ensued, in which many were 
clubbed down and arrested. The floats 
were taken to the police headquarters. 

The Communists adopted a resolution 
“against American murder justice,” or- 
dering all factories to order deputa- 
tions to call on the American Ambas- 
sador to protest “for the life of two 
honest Italians unjustly condemned.” 

Berlin and all Germany deeply re- 
grets Gov. Fuller’s decision, seizing upon 
Sacco and Vanzetti “as martyrs of their 
party.” They see in the decision a 
tragic error of justice, which all brand 
in the strongest terms. The Republi- 
can, Democratic and Conservative or- 
gans, which, can not be suspected of 
the slightest sympathy for the Com- 
munists, denounce the thin circum- 
stantial evidence on which the court 
based the death sentence. The Ber- 
liner Tageblatt declares: “It is a bar- 
barous, judicial murder to execute Sac- 
co and Vanzetti on the strength of in- 
sufficient evidence after submitting 
them to seven years’ torture—it lacks 
wisdom and courage and is an act of 
inhumanity.” 

This view is indorsed by the bulk of 
public opinion.

It is a poor com- 
pliment to his character to twist his 
words from theif plain meaning or to 
seek a loophole by which that mean- 
ing may be escaped. 

“Mr. Coolidge evidently has thought 
the whole matter out with his usual 
care and has decided his ‘course. No 
other President has so nearly possessed 
the power to break the third term 
tradition, but he has chosen not to 
use that power. 

“In the time and manner of his 
announcement Mr. Coolidge has al- 
lowed the country ample time for the 
consideration of his successor.

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HUNT FOR FOUR BANDITS 
RESUMED IN MOUNTAINS 


Newly Found Camp Causes 
Officers of Two States Again 
to Seek Men and Women. 


GIRLS’ HEEL MARKS SEEN 


Spécial to The Washington Post. 
Winchester, Va., Aug. 4.—Encouraged 
by the discovery of an abandoned camp 
near McCauley, Hardy County, W. Va., 
believed to have been occupied by the 
two men and two women bandits who 


snapped pistols in the faces of officials 
of the Mount Jackson (Va.) National 
Bank July 25 and escaped with $2,000, 
authorities of Shenandoah County, Va., 
and Hardy County, were again raking 
the mountains between Wardensville 
and Moorefield tonight in hope of run- 
ning down the bandits. 

The camp was discovered by work- 
men of the Maryland Lumber Co. today 
while carrying on timber-cutting opera- 
tions on the land of D, Reed, 8 miles 
southwest of Wardensville. A shack 
had been built of tree branches and 
bunks constructed of smaller limbs and 
leaves. A crude stove was made of 
stone. Cooking utensils were scattered 
about, along with coffee grounds, pieces 
of bread and meat and cans and other 
food containers. Workmen said they 
found imprints of women’s shoe heels 
in the ground. . 

Indications pointed to the camp hav- 
ing. been occupied about a week and 
abandoned rather hastily, probably 
within a few hours before being dis- 
covered. Kirby B. Dellinger, paroled 
Federal convict; Cecil Wilson, Betty 
Wilson and Helen Blackwell, who drove 
by automobile from Washington to 
Wardensville, home place of Wilson, 
recently, are charged by Shenandoah 
County authorities with the bank 
holdup. 

Relatives and friends of Dellinger 
and Wilson stoutly reiterated denials 
of knowledge of their whereabouts, or 
of having given them assistance in 
eluding the authorities.

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JOHN DILLON, NOTED 
IRISH LEADER, DEAD 


Home Rule Advocate in Days 
Before War Succumbs 


to an Operation. 


London, Aug. 4 (A.P.).—John Dillon, 
famous Irish leader; died late today at 
a London nursing home following a 
severe abdominal operation. 


John Dillon, who succeeded John 
Redmond as chairman of the Irish Na- 
tionalist party in 1918, was for more 
than 30 years one of the outstanding 
figures in the fight for Irish home rule. 
Almost from the day he entered parlia- 


ment from Tipperary in 1880, at the 
age of 29 years, he was conspicuous in 
Irish politics, beginning his career as 
@ supporter of Charles Stewart Par- 
nell, coadjutor with Gladstone in start- 
ing the fight for home rule. 

Early in the second year of the World 
War he bitterly opposed the British 
government’s plan to raise an addi- 
tional 1,000,000 troops. Failing to carry 
this program, he launched an attack 
against conscription but finally agreed 
to abide by the wishes of Redmond 
and withdrew his opposition to the 
military service bill. 

In 1916 he denounced the govern- 
ment’s methods of dealing with the 
Irish revolt and condemned the prac- 
tice of executing Irish revolutionaries. 
In 1917 he attacked the Sinn Feiners, 
declaring they had alienated sympathy 
in the United States for the Irish cause. 
In another speech a year later he de- 
plored the financial aid which the Sinn 
Fein party was receiving from New 
York. 

Mr. Dillon was born in 1851. He 
attended the Catholic University of 
Dublin, and became a member of the 
Royal College of Surgeons upon his 
graduation. In 1895 he married Eliz- 
abeth Mathew, daughter of Lord Jus- 
tice Mathew. She died in 1907. 


AUGUST SPECKMANN DIES. 


August Speckmann, 69 years old, a 
retired baker, died suddenly yesterday 
afternoon on his farm in East Berwyn, 
Md. Mr. Speckmann, born in Germany, 
came to this country when a child, and 
retired about four years ago after serv- 
ing for 52 years as a baker. 

He is survived by his wife, Mrs. Cath- 
erine Speckmann, and a daughter, Mrs. 
Ida C. Beall, of this city. Funeral serv- 
ices will be held at his home Monday 
afternoon at 2:30. Interment will be 
in Prospect Hill Cemetery.

LEAVING OF PROBLEM 
TO NAVY MEN ASSAILED 


Paris Newspaper Links Cool- 
idge Announcement With 
Collapse of Conference. 


London, Aug. 4 (A.P.).—The para- 
mount question being asked -by most 
Englishmen regarding the failure of the 
Geneva conference, is whether any dis- 
service has been done to the case of 
disarmament. Bound up with this con- 
Sideration is the weighty financial one 
of ‘whether the failure will lead to a 


renewal of naval competition and con- 
rsequently to further burdens for-the al- 


ready heavily overburdened tax payer. 
This latter point has been set out 
frankly by Winston Churchill, chancel- 
lor of the exchequer, in public utter- 
ances during the progress of the con- 
ference. 

The idea of any possible change in 
the friendly relations between Great 
Britain and the United. States hardly 
enters the picture at all. The view is 
expressed universally that a quarrel 
between the two peoples is unthink- 
able. Thus the general expression is 
that while the failure of the conference 
is regrettable, it is not a tragedy, and 
that the business before both the Brit- 
ish and American peoples now should 
be further education of public opinion 
as a preparation for another conference 
which may have a better fate, 


Would Outlaw War. 


Commander J. M,. Kenworthy, mem- 
ber of parliament, pointed out to news- 
papermen today that the failure had 
occurred on the anniversary of the be- 
ginning of the great war. He said the 
mistake was to leave the conference al- 
most entirely to naval experts. It is 
asking too much of human nature, he 
declared, to expect naval experts to put 
down navies. The commander then en- 
larged on-his well known advocacy of 
the plan to outlaw war as a means of 
settling disputes. 

“The British and American peoples 
are in a position to insure the peace 
of the world if they will come together 
to keep the world’s peace,” he added. ~ 


Coolidge Decision Linked Up. 


Paris, Aug. 4 (A.P.).—President Cool- 
idge’s decision concerning the presi- 
dential campaign of 1928 “coincides 
singularly with the failure of the naval 
conference” which he organized at Ge- 
neva, says Le Temps in a long editorial 
on the American executive. 

“The President of the United States,” 
Says the newspaper, “had an idea he 
could usefully serve the general peace 
of the world and American interests 
at the same time in praising the regu- 
lation of marine armaments as a means 
of realizing important economies by 
the strict limitation of auxiliary forces, 
while simultaneously assuring the 
American Navy of absolute parity with 
that of Great Britain, a parity which 
the real needs of the security of the 
United States do not justify.” 

Le Temps says that it wonders 
whether President Coolidge really means 
that he will refuse the nomination if 
the Republicans should insist on giving 
it to him. 

“Either Mr. Coolidge wished to find 
out in what measure public opinion 
would desire him to run again for the 
Presidency,” the paper says, “or he 
wished usefully to serve his party, 
which might be handicapped in its 
electoral campaigns by certain of the 
acts of his administration, such as the 
veto of the farm relief bill, the debt 
settlement controversies, the conditions 
the United States established for its ad- 
hesion to the International Court of 
Justice his initiative taken 
in convoking the naval conference at 
Geneva.”

Can Effect Cruiser Treaty 


Geneva Delegates See Opportunity Now for Go-ern- 


ments to Reach Agreement in Light of Facts 
and Views Revealed at Conference. 


Geneva, Aug. 4 (A.P.).—The text of 
the joint declaration of the American, 
British and Japanese delegations, de- 
livered today at the plenary session of 
the three-power naval conference, fol- 
lows: 

“In pursuance of the suggestion of 
the President of the United States, the 
plenipotentiary delegates of.the Presi- 
dent of the United States, His Britannic 
Majesty and His Majesty, the Emperor 
of Japan, met at Geneva on June 20 
to consider the limitation of auxiliary 
naval craft. 

“Meetings have been held from that 
date until the fourth of August, dur- 
ing which period the delegates and 
their advisers have considered in de- 
tail various methods of effecting this 
object. On many important questions 
provisional agreements have been 
reached, certain of which are embod- 
ied in the annexed report of the tech- 
nical committee of the conference. 
These points of agreement relate par- 
ticularly to the limitation of destroy- 
ers and submarines, and it was only 
when the conference took up the ques- 
tion of the limitation of cruiser class 
that difficulties were encountered. 
These difficulties proved to be of a 
character to render it desirable to ad- 
journ the present negotiations until 
respective governments have had an 
opportunity to give further consider- 
ation to thé problem and to the va- 
rious methods which have been sug- 
gested for its solution. 

“The American delegates presented 
the view that within total tonnage lim- 
itations (maximum), initially suggested 
should be between 250,000 and 300,000 
tons in the cruiser class for the United 
States and the British empire and be- 
tween 150,000 and 180,000 tons for 
Japan, each of the powers should have 
liberty to build the number and the 
type of vessel which they might con- 
sider best suited to their respective na- 
tional needs, with freedom, subject to 
limitation of the Washington Tfeaty, tc 
arm these vessels as they saw fit. 

“The British delegates, whilst putting 
proposals tending to a limitation of the 
size of vessels of all classes, have op- 
posed the principle of limitation by 
total tonnage alone on the ground that 
the largest ship and the heaviest gun 
permissible must inevitably become the 
standard. They desired first a strict 
limitation of the number of 10,000-ton 
8-{nch gun cruisers, and secondly, the 
establishment of a secondary type of 
cruiser of a maximum calibre of 6 
inches. The British delegates contended 
that the establishment of this type 
alone enable the British empire, within 
a moderate figure of total tonnage, to 
attain the numbers which it regards as 
indispensable to meet its special cir- 
cumstances and its special needs. 

“The Japanese delegates presented the 
view that low total tonnage levels 


should be fixed which would effect a 
real iimitation of auxiliary naval ves- 
sels. As for the question of the 8-inch 
gan cruisers, while the Japanese gov- 
ernment could not agree to any re- 
striction as a matter of principle, they 
had no difficulty in declaring that, pro 
vided a tonnage level of 315,000 tons 
for auxiliary surface vessels were fixed 
for Japan. they would not build any 
further 8-inch gun cruisers until 1936, 
except those already authorized in ex- 
isting programs. 

“Various methods were considered of 
reconciling the divergent views indi- 
cated above, but while material grogress 
has been made and the points of di- 
vergence reduced, no mutually accept- 
able plan has been found to reconcile 
the claim of the British delegates for 
numbers of vessels, for the most part 
armed with 6-inch guns, with the de- 
sire of the American delegates for the 
lowest possible total tonnage limitation 
with freedom of armament within such 
limitation, subject to the restriction as 
to armament already set by the Wash- 
ington Treaty. 

“Faced with this difficulty, the dele- 
gates have deemed it wise to adjourn 
the present conference with this frank 
statement of their respective views, and 
to submit the problem for the further 
consideration of their governments, in 
the hope that consultation between 
them may lead to an early solution. 

“Further, the delegates agree to 
recommend to their respective govern- 
ments the desirability of arranging be- 
tween the’signatories of the Washing- 
ton Treaty that the conference to be 
called pursuant to paragraph 2 of arti- 
cle 21 of that treaty should be held 
earlier than August, 1931, the date con- 
templated under the terms of that in- 
strument, in order that any decision 
reached by such a conference may come 
into force before the capital ship con- 
struction program commences, namely, 
in November of that year. 

“In making these recommendations 
and in submitting this statement of 
the points of agreement as well as of 
the points on which agreement has not 
yet been achieved, the delegates desire 
to place on record a statement of their 
conviction that the obstacles that have 
been encountered should not be ac- 
cepted as terminating the effort to 
bring about a further limitation of 
naval armament. On the contrary, they 
trust that the measure of agreement 
which has been reached, as well as the 
work which has been done in clarifying 
their respective positions, will make it 
possible after consultation between the 
governments to find a basis for recon- 
ciling divergent views and lead to the 
early conclusion of an agreement for 
the limitation of auxiliary naval vessels 
which will permit of substantial econo- 
1 y and, while safeguarding national 
security, promote the feeling of mutual 
confidence and good understanding.”

missible must inevitably become the 
standard. 


The declaration shows that the 
British desired, first, a strict limitation 
of the number of 10,000-ton, 8-inch 
gun cruisers, and, secondly, the estab- 
lishment of a secondary type of cruiser 
of a minimum displacement of 6,000 
tons, carrying guns of a maximum 
caliber of 6 inches. Furthermore, it 
shows that the American delegation 
insisted on liberty of action to build, 
within the total tonnage allocation, 
the number and type of cruisers which 
might best be suited to American’s na- 
tional needs. 

It is suggested in the declaration 
that the second Washington Con- 
ference, to be held in August, 1931, to 
determine whether scientific develop- 
ments justify modifications in the char- 
acteristics of warships, be advanced to 
an earlier date. 

Incorporating the hopes previously 
expressed by Mr. Gibson, Mr. Bridge- 
man and Admiral Saito, the declaration 
insists that the extent of the agree- 
ment reached and the work achieved 
in the clarification of the respective 
positions will make it possible for the 
governments later to reconcHe their 
divergent views and attain an agree- 
ment at an early date for the limitation 
of auxiliary naval vessels. This, it says, 
would not only permit of economy but 
promote a feeling of mutual confidence, 
and good understanding. 


Japanese do Much. 


These expressions of good will which 
characterized the final proceedings were 
partly the result of earnest Japanese 
counsel for moderation i: the closing 
addresses. They were also partly the 
result of the appeal voiced at last 
night’s meeting of the plenipotentiaries 
that nothing be allowed to creep into 
the final meeting which would endanger 
in any way the relations of friendship 
and render only more difficult the suc- 
c- ; ef future pourparlers. 

The fact remains, however, that 
despite the friendly phrases embodied 
in the final addresses and the Official 
declaration, th> tripartite naval con- 
ference has failed. It is true that 
complete agreement was reached on the 
sizes of individual destroyers and sub- 
marines, and on the sizes of the guns 
to be carried by these war craft, but 
on the immense problem of the parley— 
that of cruisers—the delegates were 
said to.have been as far from accord at 
t’ + end of the conferefice as at the 
start.

twelve 10,000-ton 8-inch-gun cruisers, 
and virtually restrict her other cruiser 
units to vessels of 6,000 tons with 6- 
inch guns. Mr. Gibson said “No” to 
this. He insisted—and he pointed it 
out in his speech today—that 6-inch- 
gun cruisers do not possess the same 
value for the United States as for 
Great Britain, because the United 
States has few naval bases and Great 
Britain has many. 

Moreover, in his address today Mr. 
Gibson did not fail to call attention to 
the fact that Great’ Britain possesses 
immense superiority in merchant ships 
capable of mounting 6-inch guns in 
time of war. He recalled that Admiral 
Jellicoe, British commander at Jutland, 
in the greatest naval battle of modern 
times, had publicly admitted that con- 
verted merchantships played a great 
part in the World War. 

America’s chief delegate gently chided 
Mr. Bridgeman for seemingly attempt- 
ing to prove that 6-inch-gun cruisers 
are quite defensive in nature. 


Mr. Bridgeman Reiterates. 


Mr. Bridgeman, speaking in measured 
tones, reiterated Great Britain’s posi- 
tion of isolation and dependency on 
c .er countries for its food supply, as 
@ justification of the British demand 
for a high cruiser strength. He re- 
called to his hearers the specter of the 
great war, when “month by month we 
found our rations of bread, meat and 
sugar being lowered and _ starvation 
slowly approaching.” 

‘Is it to be wondered,” he asked, 
“that every one of us feel it is a duty 
to make what provision we can to pro- 
tect ourselves and our children against 
a recurrence of such danger?” 

The speaker affirmed that although 
Great Britain was carrying a heavy 
burde of taxation and was suffering 
from industrial depression “you will 
fir | few people in Great Britain, on the 
whole, who demur to providing the 
money nece- -ry to keep open. the 
waterways for our foods and raw ma- 
terials.” 

Mr. Bridgeman for his part took a 
little shot at America by remarking 
that the British did not understand the 
American reasons for demanding so 
many large cruisers, or so many “with 
such high offensive weapons as 8-inch 
guns.” 

After all the formal speeches had 
been made, Mr. Bridgeman gave -Mr. 
Gibson a genial compliment in com- 
mending the latter’s fashion of presid- 
ing at the conference and three public 
meetings. 

“Of course, if we had been a disor- 
derly body, things might have been dif- 
ferent,” said Mr. Bridgeman, jokingly, 
“but anyway, I apologize for any trou- 
ble I may have caused you.” 

He then proposed a vote of thanks 
to Mr. Gibson, which Viscount Ishii 
seconded. Mr. Gibson replied that the 
honor of presiding at the conference 
had been a “memorable privilege.”

cure the Washington Treaty to limit 

naval armaments in battleships, é&c. 
But the British, when asked to sacri- 

fice any part of her projected program 


for cruisers and auxiliary craft, have 
replied that her naval needs are ab- 
solute and that she must think in terms 
of possible future war and provide for 
every conceivable emergency. In other 
words, no British statesman has ever 
agreed to sacrifice anything which 
might jeopardize British interests and, 
it is suggested, no British statesman 
ever will. As the British themselves 
explain it, he would no longer be a 
statesman if he did. 


U. S. Limits Its Sacrifice. 


At _the Washington conference 
America made the greatest sacrifice and 
the signatory powers all wanted to 
achieve the same object, and a formula 
was readily found whereby all the pow- 
ers could agree to limit capital ships 
without relatively weakening their 
standing toward the other powers. At 
Geneva it was impossible to find a for- 
mula which permitted limitation of 
cruisers without involving a sacrifice on 
the part of either Great Britain or the 
United States. -America, having made 
her sacrifice at Washington, refused to 
sacrifice further. Britain refused to 
sacrifice at all. Thus the conference 
appears to some to demonstrate that 
America can never expect to gain at 
any international conference with lead- 
ing world powers unless such gain can 
be achieved without any sacrifice on the 
part of others. 


Mr. Gibson’s statement briefly re- 
views President Coolidge’s invitation to 
the Geneva conference of February 10 
last, the aceptance of Great Britain and 
Japan and the simple and comprehen- 
sive American proposals for a limita- 
tion of naval armaments. 

The first obstacle cited by Mr. Gib- 
son was Britain’s demand for “a con- 
siderably larger number of cruisers than 
it now possesses.” A total of 70 cruisers, 
instead of 48 now in service of the 
British empire, was defended on the 
ground of “absolute naval needs.” This 
appeared to the American delegation as 
an expansion rather than a limitation 
of naval armaments. 


American Position Defended. 


“Further,” Mr. Gibson says, “we have 
not yet been able to understand why, 
in a time of profound peace and at the 
moment that we are seeking to reduce 
the burdens of naval expenditure, the 
British government considers a con- 
sicerable program of naval expansion as 
an absolute and even a vital necessity.” 

Mr. Gibson then cites America’s ef- 
forts to meet the views of the British 
Empire delegation, the readiness to in- 
crease total tonnage, to discuss limita- 
tion of 10,000-ton cruisers. But the 
British wanted small cruisers limited to 
6-inch guns and sought to bind the 
United States to build this type of craft 
despite American objection that lack of 
naval bases, &c., would make these ves- 
sels of little defensive value to the 
United States. — 

“The immediate and obvious result 
|of acquiescing in these; British pro- 
posals,” Mr. Gibson declares, “would 
have been that the British empire 
would have been able to build exactly 
what it desired and that we, on the 
other hand, would be rstrained from 
building what we consider that we 
might. need and yet the tonnage levels 
insisted on by the British Empire would 
result in a substantial increase even 
over present strength.” 

Britain’s 888,000 tons of fast mer- 
chant ships capable of being readily 
converted into cruisers an darm d with 
6-inch guns are cited by Mr. Gibson in 
connection with Britain’s insistence 
that American cruisers be not armed 
with heavier weapons, excepting in spe- 
cified instances. And, on the question 
of economy, Mr. Gibson says the 
American proposal for low tonnage 
limitation means a very large saving to 
taxpayers, whereas the British demand 
for a high total tonnage and small units 
means no economy but added expense. 


Can Not Reconcile Assertion. 


“I can not but feel,” Mr. Gibson adds, 
“that the British government has an 
unnecessary apprehension as to the use 
which might be made by the United 
States of reasonable freedom of action 
in the cruiser class within strict ton- 
nage limitations.” 

After referring to recent British 
statements that war between the Brit- 
ish Empire and the United States is 
already outlawed in the hearts of both 
nations, Mr. Gibson says: 

“We find it difficult, however, to 
reconcile the British conviction that 
war is already outlawed between us 
with their present unwillingness to 
recognize our right to build a limited 
number of the type of ships we would 
desire or with their willingness to risk 
the success of this conference because 
they fear the problematical possesion 
by us during the life of this treaty 
of a small number of 8-inch-gun 
cruisers and this in spite of *he fact 
that any apprehension which might 
be occasioned by such problematical 
construction is amply covered by the 
political clause which offers a release 
from the obligation of the treaty. 

Secretary Kellogg’s statement, given 
out here yesterday, is as foilows: 


Statement of Mr. Kellogg. 


“I regret, of course, that the Geneva 
conference did not succeed in making 
an agreement for limitation of nava! 
armament. The conference was sug- 
gested by the President in tke hope 
that he could accomplish a ea) re- 
duction in building programs. He ciso 
believed if the three great nival powers 
could succeed in such timitation it 
would prevent competitive building, 
lift enormous burdens from the coun- 
tries involved, and be a great moral 
example to the world. We believed 
that th was no condition today 


which could threaten the security of 
3 powe: interested. or Justify in- 
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“It was found impossible to get am 
agreement either to reduce naval arm- 
ament or to limit it within what we 
considered reasonable bounds. What 
was sought was to extend the prin- 
ciples of the Washington Treaty to other 
naval auxiliary craft. This was found 
impossible without greatly enhancing 
a cruiser building program, which we 
thought neither necessary nor. wise. 
I do not think the United States can - 
afford to give its moral approval t 
such an expansion with all it implies. 
We proposed as a maximum 300,000 
tons of cruisers and were not preée- 
pared to increase this by 126,000 tons 
and probably more in order to make'a 
treaty. 


U. S. Made Drastic Cuts. 


“Pursuant to the Washington Treaty, 
the United States made drastic cuts 
in its capital ship program and 
scrapped the largest capital ship navy 
in the world. It made greater sacri- 
fices than any other country; in fact 
it sorapped 780,000 tons of capital 
ships. It had every reason to believe 
that the British government was pre- 
pared to carry out a real reduction and 
our delegates labored earnestly and 
conscientiously along these lines. Japan 
was anxious to go even lower than the 
maximum set by the United States. 

“I do not believe, however, that the 
general discussions which have taken 
place at Geneva will be fruitless and 
I am certain that the failure at this 
time to enter into an agreement will 
not impair the cordial relations exist- 
ing between the British government 
and the United States. I do not con- 
sider the failure to make an agree- 
ment now as final; and I am confi- 
dent that the work done at Geneva will 
make it possible after consultation be- 
tween the governments to find a basis 
for reconciling the divergent views and 
lead to the early conclusion of an 
agreement for the limitation of auxil- 
iary naval vessels.” 


Safety Razor Sales 
Practice Abandoned 


New York, Aug. 4 (A.P.).—The Gil- 
lette Safety Razor Co. and the United 
Cigar, Shulte and Liggett Chain Drug 
Store organ:..ations, today consented to 
a Federal Court decree restaining them 
fr m methods of distributing Gillette 
blades which the Government charged 
aided the Gillette Co. in attempting to 
monopolize the razor blade business. 

The defendants demied any attempt 
to establish a rionopoly aznd the United 
Cigar and Liggett organizations issued 
statements to the effect that the 
methods complained of had never been 
sanctioned by them. The Government 
complained that the Gillette Co., with 
a working capital three times a large 
as that of its strongest competitor, had 
been contracting with the large chain 
store organizations for more blades than 
were required to meet their r«tail ¢ 
jobbing trade, at prices lower tha€ 
sold them to other distributors.

Then, for her bony chest, I 
should advise deep-breathing exercises 
of all kinds and those other movements 
where the head is rotated on the neck.

For thin arms, nothing is better than 
old-fashioned Indian club swinging; but, 
if she has no such apparatus, she might 
try the floor dip.

Repeat at 
least ten times. There is also a vari- 
ant of this that is taken sidewise, sup- 
ported on one hand. 

For bony legs, there may be. a need 
of nourishing the whole body, but a 
good specific exercise consists in as- 
suming the same position as in the 
floor dip and then “running” without 
changing the astance. This exercise 
will develop thin legs and also make 
fat ones more shapely. 

Massage with a rich cream sometimes 
helps in developing any part of the 
body that needs it. If one does this 
massage oneself, it develops the arms 
automatically, and, in addition, it keeps 
the skin smooth and protects it against 
the sunburn that ought to come grad- 
ually rather than in the lobster hue in 
which so many unwise girls seem to 
think it.must be acquired. 

Don’t forget, by the way, that some 
of the new bathing suits are cut as 
low in back as evening dresses, in 
order to do away with the ugly line 
of demarcation that used to exist be- 
tween the tanned and the untanned 
parts of so many summer backs.

HOW HEART DISEASE IS 
DECREASING. 

HEUMATISM of the heart and 
R the effects of diphtheria, scarlet 
fever, pneumonia, and other 
forms of contagion which cripple the 
heart are on the decrease al’ over the 
United States. They ought to come 
well under control in the next 25 years, 
and they should be as rare as the dodo 
50 years from now. Don’t let anybody 
fool you on that point. Some who try 
to do so may quote statistics; if they 
try it, don’t be bluffed: Stand by your 

guns—answer them with statistics. 
They will tell you fatal heart disease 
is on the increase, and they will pfove 
it by official figures. They will be tell- 
ing the truth. But when they stop, you 
pick up the story and come back at 
them with some more figures out of 
the same book. The book is, “Heart 
Disease Mortality Statistics (United 
States Registration Area),” by Miss J. 


S.-Whitney, American Heart Association. 


This report shows that fatal heart 
disease is increasing in every State in 
the Union. But the increase is heaviest 
among people over 80 years of age; it 
is very heavy among people over 65 
years of age, and it is moderate among 
people 40 to 60 years of age. On the 
other hand, among children less than 
20 years of age, heart disease is de- 
creasing. 

The present increase in the disease 
is due to two great factors. The first 
is the increasing number of people who 
are living to reach 60 to 80 years of age. 
The second is the neglect of health 
which was so common prior to 1890. 
We can confidently expect the present 
low heart disease rate among children 
under 20 to continue relatively when. 
some 50 years from now, the present 
group of children have developed into 
men and women of around 70. 


Nor will we have to wait that long 
for plain proof of gain. The great

health age began about 1900. Soon 
after the beginning of this century, the 
lessened menace of diphtheria, scarlet 
fever, typhoid and some other diseases 
that endanger the heart was planily 
apparent. Diphtheria is a disease that 
is very likely to cripple the heart. In 
certain cities, whese vaccination against 
diphtheria is an established policy, 


diphtheria is rarely encountered. Scar- 
let fever has become so mild that it is 
not much of a menace.

Put on President’s Head 
as “Leading Eagle.” 


DEADWOOD DICK TAKES 
PART IN BIG PARADE 


15,000 People Rehearse Days 
of *76; Extra Caution Had 
to Safeguard Executive. 


By CARLISLE BARGERON. 
(Staff Correspondent of The Post.) 


Deadwood, S. Dak., Aug. 4.—The van- 
ishing West retraced its steps for Presi- 
dent Coolidge today. And so far as 
this little abandoned mining village is 
concerned it did not have to go back 
far. 

People of the West have come to 
resent the suggestion of the East that 
they are wild and they have a right 
to do so, but certainly there are none 
of them who will deny that Deadwood 
itself is not wild. Only an impelling 
lust for gold could have brought men— 
and women—here back in °76 and just 
what holds the few remaining now is 
something unknown, 


The President’s train rolled and 
wended up over the hills, going through 
tunnels with the regularity which a 
street car makes stops. It ran slow 
and cautiously, plying its smoky way 
between the pine clad hills with pro- 
found thought of its responsible load. 
The Secret f ‘rice had considered it 
to be by fat he most dangerous trip 
which the President has taken out here. 
The train, it is said, has a way of 
jumping the tracks but it did not do 
so today and the Burlington Railroad 
officials threw up their hands in high 
glee. 


Engine Put at Other End. 


At a little town outside of Deadwood 
the train was stopped and the engine 
moved around to the rear because 
there is not room in the gulch around 
which Deadwood is built for it to per- 
form such @ maneuver and inasmuch 
as the train had to come back the 
engine must needs get on the other end | 
at the only opportunity it had. 

Deadwood has been preparing for | 
months for this celebration—that of | 
the days of ’76—but it did not have | 
much preparing to do. In the half 
century that has passed since Deadwood 
did not belie its name, good and law- 
abiding folks have come to inhabit it. 
But the topography of it can never be 
changed, not by mere man. There is 
only one street in the town which can 
and does run three blocks without go- 
ing almost straight up or straight 
down. Automobile owners, at least so 
far as this reporter has seen, must al- 
ways run their cars in first or second 
gear, because they are always either 
climbing a steep hill or coming down 
one. 

And finally at the end of such an 
up and down life when one of the 
townspeople dies he must needs be car- 
ried straight up to a high summit to 


Mount Moriah Cemetery, from which, 


if the hearse ever broke loose his corpse 
would literally be his remains instead 
of his body. It was up here that they 
carried old Wild Bill Hickok when a 
slinking sneak, back in '76, shot him 
in the back. It was only in this man- 


ner that Wild Bill could have been 
killed; for his quickness on the trigger 
was known all over these hills. One 
time, in fact, Bill was drinking at the 
bar of Number Ten Saloon when a 
would-be assailant came in. Wild Bill 
never took the glass from his lips, but 
simply shot three times over his shoul- 
der without batting an eyelash; and 
that was the last of Wild Bill’s would- 
be assailant. 


Made Fine Looking Corpse. 


But when he finally was killed and 
they laid him away high atop the 
mountain that overlooks the town the 
village news chronicle of that day was 
moved to observe that he “certainly 
made a fine looking corpse.” And he 
did. Wild Bill ,had cold steel blue 
eyes and “flowing” hair and a flowing 
moustache and he was a man that the 
women liked and a good fellow withal. 
Years after they had buried him they 
placed a little monumental likeness 
over his grave. Then the tourists came 
and whacked off part of his nose and 
one foot has gone into the ground so 
that the marble image of him is a 
grotesque looking thing. And right be- 
Side him sleeps Calamity Jane, a 
feminist of the day when women were 
still in the homes. Only a plain slab 
marks her grave but Custer’s men 
could tell you a lot about her and they 
would do so in sympathetic vein. 

One survivor of the days of '76 was 
present to greet the President today. 
He was Deadwood Dick whose name 
has been heralded far and wide in 
the dime novels. But Deadwood looked 
so tame, now in his ebbing years. He 
was given a day off from his job as 
caretaker of the municipal tourist 
camp, paying $40 a month, and a 
discerning old-timer had this observa- 
tion to make. 

“Well, I'll tell you, I don’t know 
whether he was bad as he was sup- 
posed to be or not but it seems to 
me that if he was he would have gone 
the way of Wild Bill and the others 
because the bad men had a hard time 
in the olden days.” 


Men Let Their Whiskers Grow. 


But as said before Deadwood did do 
@ little fixing up for this visit of the 
President. For one thing all of its 
men for the last three months have 
been letting their whiskers grow and 
today it seemed as if there was not a 
barber shop within 100 miles. An- 
other thing, they put log fronts on 
all of the business places and the 
residences so that the whole town of 
less than 3,000 looked just as it did in 
"76. ‘There was really no need of 
this. 1t would have looked pictures- 
que enough anyway. 

They had a set program for the 
President’s entertainment, out in the 
ball park, but that was something

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Indians, too, amid much ceremony 
took the President into their tribe and 
proclaimed him to be chieftain of all 
their kind, Of that there will be 
more anon but the town itself and 
being itself was a sight to be seen. 
Down in that section that used to 
be known as Chinatown where the 
ladies of the eVening used to shriek 
invectives at the Salvation Army there 
was dancing and merry making to- 
night and when the trombones and 
the banjos loosed their melody there 
seemed to be little difference from 50 
years ago. At the Bloody Bucket 
where men used to come in from the 
hills and give their gold dust to the 
bartender and set about to be them- 
selves there was a graphaphone which 
suggested that one was out Northwest 
Fourteenth street way in Washington. 


Scenery a Bowl of Nature. 


Now as to the place where the main 
ceremonies were held today. It appears 
that Mother Nature, hundreds of 
years ago must have foreseen that the 
President would come here some day 


so in order not to make him uncom- 
fortable it cut in a wide pocket in the 
hills and mere men came along later 
and made a fair grounds or ball park 
of it. No kid can ever look over the 
fence, but it rises up some 1,000 feet 
on all sides, a symphony of crags of 
pines and spruces and red clay. 

There were approximately 15,000 
people crowded in this natural bowl 
and they gave the President the most 
enthusiastic reception he has yet re- 
ceived out here. And he is not the 
candidate Coolidge now, but simply the 
President, 

The Fourth Cavalry, which has been 
protecting these people ever since the 
time when it tried to keep the white 
people out without success and finally 
gave it up as a bad job and came to 
stand instead between the settlers and 
Indians, was the first in the line of 
parade. Then came the Indians and 
the characters of "76. Deadwood Dick 
was the only one who played his own 
part, If the girl who took the role of 
Calamity Jane was true to the portrait 
then this wildfire on the days bygone 
was quite capable of disrupting the 
morale of the soldiery. Today she was 
a round little brunette with cold black 
eyes and a smile that seemed to this 
reporter to suggest a watermelon, 
though why she did so he can not just 
explain. 

There were covered wagons galore, 
of course, but the “tus Westerners,” as 


the President's party now calls itself, 
thinking nothing of that. 

Just 3 miles away and in such a 
manner that the two towns virtually 
merge, is Lead, exactly one mile high, 
Lead is still a live mining ‘town, a 
place where modern machinery has 
supplanted the hand process and the 
only way 1 which mining can now 
be made to pay. Lead has a polyglot 
population but is as clean as a new 
swept room. Nevertheless, it was the 
thought of Lead that the secret service 
took precautions against possible Sacco- 
Vanzetti demonstrations. 

There seemed to be little of Lead over 
here, though. The townspeople in their 
picturesque costume and appearance 
might well have been those folk who 
sought to get rich in °76, 

The Indians, 400 of them, came to 


stand in front of the President for the. 


all-important ceremony of inducting 
him into the tribe. 

The President and Mrs. 
went out to stand among them, the 
President attired in a blue business 
suit and a straw hat and Mrs. Coloidge 
in a white sport dress with red flowered 
border, red flowered jacket and red 
picture hat. Standing Bear, a full 
blooded Sioux, his face almost pale be- 
neath the red, stood beside him, his 
stature lifted to its full proud height. 
Rosebud Yellowrobe, billed on the pro- 
gram as the “most beautiful Indian 
maiden in the world,” «nd she is nearly 
that, made a lot of courtsies and ges- 
tures and then put a bonnet with 
countless feathers on the President’s 
head. He grinned broadly, Mrs. Cool- 
idge laughed and the crowd roared. 


The Klan Initiation. 


There was a lot of mystic stuff out 
there and then all the Indians held up 
their right hands, palm outstretched, 


and the President did likewise. In a 
way it was something like a Ku Klux 
Klan initiation. 

The great majority of the red skins 
stood around expressionless, their with- 
ered faces smeared with paint and 
chalk, 

It was duly announced by the an- 
nouncer that the President was the 
only one ever to be thus honored by 
the Sioux and then it was recollected 
that Rosebud is slated to go into 
vaudeville soon, Her father, Chaun- 
cey, reputed to be the only full-blood- 
ed Indian Shriner in the country, made 
a long speech, and evéry now and then 
the announcer explained that the 
crowd was witnessing the induction of 
the President into the tribe. There

They will be especially 
spicious of any overtures from the 
British government. The assurances 
that blood is thicker than water and that 
Britain and America are virtually allies 
because of mutual sympathy and under- 
standing are apt to be met with derision. 
Situations not dreamed of now may be 
made infinitely worse because of the re- 
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- fusal of Great Britain to abandon its pol- 


' = Americans, however, will not retaliate 
_ y foolish naval expansion. They will 
' not waste hundreds of millions in out- 
- puilding the British navy. The United 
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_ States Navy will be enlarged, but its size 
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strength, however, in more factors than 
fighting ships, and are perfectly well 
aware of the extent of their resources. 

America’s proposal to promote better 
understanding and more certain peace 
among the most powerful nations has 
suffered a heavy blow. With deep disap- 
pointment rather than anger, the Ameri- 
can people take note of the direction from 
which this blow comes, and adjust them- 
selves accordingly. 


SACCO AND VANZETTI. 


Clemency has been denied Nicola Sacco and 
Bartolomeo Vanzetti. Gov. Alvin T. Fuller 
of Massachusetts has found that they received a 
fair tfial, that they are not entitled to a new 
trial, that they are guilty, and that they must 
pay the penalty with their lives, 

Until he assumed the responsibility for the 
fate of the two men which was thrust upon him, 
Gov, Fuller had had no connection with the 
case. Independent of his own study of the 
case was the research made by A. Lawrence 
Lowell, president of Harvard; former Judge 
Robert W. Grant and Samuel W. Stratton, 
president of the Massachusetts Institute. of 
Technology. The conclusions of all four men 
were the same. Their reputations are too well 
founded to be sullied by a charge of prejudice. 
There is ample testimony as to the way in 
which they performed their task. They re- 
viewed not only what came before the courts, 
but testimony that did not. They examined 
those who constituted the machinery of the 
law during the proceedings. They had at their 
disposal a greater mass of information upon 
which to act than was available to any other 
group of individuals. If these four men were 
not fit to weigh the issues, then there exist no 
fair means by which a decision may be reached. 

It is worth remembering that the only criti- 
cism expressed by Gov. Fuller was relative to 
the time consumed from the time the men 
were arrested up to the present. “‘The delays 
that have dragged this case out for six years,”’ 
he said, ‘“‘are inexcusable.”’ The fact that Sacco 
and Vanzetti have already suffered seven years’ 
imprisonment has been used in their behalf. 
But the State did not consume these years. 
Seven different actions for a new trial were 
brought by the defense. Four of these efforts 
were appealed to the Supreme Court of Massa- 
chusetts. The courts failed to find a single 
plea valid, but they, certainly, are not to blame 
for the time that has elapsed since conviction. 

Gov. Fuller has discharged his responsibility. 
It could not be expected that it would meet 
with the approval of those who believe the 
two men innocent. His decision may result in 
outbreaks hostile to the United States in many 
quarters of the globe. The Nation knows, how- 
ever, that the two men have not only been 
given the benefit of all the resources of the 
law but of consideration above and beyond 
the law. They were granted more time and 
greater privileges than are granted to others 
similarly situated. All the technicalities of 
the law were invoked in their behalf, and they 
were not deprived of any advantage through 
lack of funds for lawyers or legal expenses. 
Their friends brought to bear a powerful pub- 
licity propaganda. The right of society to enjoy 
the protection of.the law was waived and in- 
justice was done to the public rather than have 
it said that Massachusetts was acting in haste 
against Sacco and Vanzetti. 

The conscientious and impartial verdict of 
Gov. Fuller, rendered after having given the 
condemned men the benefit of every doubt, is 
that they are guilty and must suffer death. The 
great majority of the American people will 
agree that justice has leaned backward in an 
effort to be fair. A

TAXING POOR AUTHORS’ EARNINGS. 


The logic of the Treasury Department will be 
difficult for authors to follow. The pursuit of 
the literary muse is in most instances both 
arduous and unprofitable. Writers who find 
the road to a competence hard and thorny are 
in the majority. They live more often on the 
flame of fancied genius than the material re- 
wards they receive from their output. In the 
face of. this, the Internal Revenue Bureau, 
speaking out of its legal wisdom, rules that 
royalties are not “earned” income and may not 
be so classified for income-tax purposes. 

The practice of paying royalties is of it- 
self an indication of the hazardous rewards of 
authorship. Publishers, without whom it 
would be impossible for the bards to find an 
audience, are loath to estimate the value of a 
written work. Heavy expenses are involved in 


‘publication, and public acceptance is always 


doubtful. Because of this publishers risk their 
capital for the necessary expenses and gamble 
with the authors on the possibility of profits. 

Only the established writer could demand a 
price from the printer, and he, because of his 
reputation, is usually willing to risk public 
judgment. The man or woman with a first 
novel, or only a slight hold. on the taste of the 
reader, could not get enough for the work upon 
which a year may have been spent to keep him 
alive fora month. Yet the Treasury ruling is 
that unless a piece of writing be sold outright 
it must be classed as “unearned” income and 
become taxable at the higher rate. There is 


the ruling with approval—those geniuses who 
have never been able to find a market and who 
refuse, therefore, to commercialize or prosti- 
tute their “art.”

PRODUCTION OF GOLD AND SILVER. 


Before the discovery of gold in California the 
principal source of supply of yellow metal in 
the United States was from the region of the 
Appalachian Mountains. North Carolina and 
Georgia were productive fields in the early days 
of the last century, and up until the fifties there 
was an assay office in North Carolina. 

Thirty-five years ago, or thereabouts, Sena- 
tor Philetus Sawyer, of Wisconsin, operated a 
gold mine near Great Falls, on the Maryland 
side of the Potomac, which was discovered by 
an old miner of Georgia who noticed that a 
colored man made frequent visits to a jeweler 
in Georgetown, to whom he sold a few penny- 
weights of gold on each trip. The Georgian 
“prospected” the neighborhood, and_ the 
“dump” of the Sawyer mine, which still at- 
tracts the curiosity of the traveler on the Con- 
duit road, gives testimony of his discovery. 

The production of gold in the Appalgchians, 
however, has dwindled to near the vanishing 
point. According to the reports of the 
Director of the Mint, the combined product of 
the five States south of the Potomac was only 
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10 ounces, South Carolina, 15; North Carolina, 
121; Georgia, 140, and Tennessee, 416 ounces. 
Tennessee is still an important. factor in the 
production of silver, having reported the re- 
covery of 95,783 ounces of the white metal last 
year. But the other States of the Eastern 
mountains yielded a total of only 33 ounces. 
California continues in the lead as ‘“‘the 


golden State.” The mines of California pro-"! 


duced 581,700 ounces of gold last year, against 
346,297 from Colorado, 325,186 from Alaska, 
286,961 from South Dakota, 232,200 from 
Arizona, 181,832 from Utah, and 170,880 from 
Nevada: 

The total production of gold in 1926, in- 
cluding that of the Philippines, was $48,269,- 
600, about $1,600,000 jess than in 1925. Sil- 
ver production amounted to 62,718,746 ounces, 
which was 3,436,678 ounces less than during 
the preceding year. 


THE FAMOUS TEN WORDS. 


While they are about it, the curious students 
of President Coolidge’s famous ten-word mani- 
festo might well speculate upon other words 
than “choose.” Why not ponder the meaning 
of the words “‘run for President in 1928?” if 
Mr. Coolidge had said, “I do not choose to be 
a candidate for President in 1928,’ much 
weight might be attached to the word ‘‘choose.” 
But when he declares that he does not choose 
to run for President at any time during 1928, 
it is evident that whether he should be nom- 
inated or not, he will not run. 


THE SOFT COAL STRUGGLE. 


Resumption of work in the soft coal fields of 
Ohio, where operators and union miners have 
been unable to compose their differences since 
the expiration of the Jacksonville wage scale, 
has been marked by disorder. Open-shop op- 
eration of the tipples has been met with armed 
resistance by the displaced union men. Pruop- 
erty damage and danger to human life already 
have resulted. The situation threatens to 
violate the guarantees of order and safety to 
which the citizens are entitled.

time a tri-State conference between the em- 
ployers and workers of Ohio, Indiana and IIli- 
nois. The operators, it is reported, approve of 
the first action but are opposed to the latter. 
They declare that the “time is past for further 
discussion with the United Mine Workers.”’ 
Refusal of either side to meet for a discussion 
will not help the present situation. . 

The existing wage scale came to an end on 
April1l, The operators have decided to resume 
operations with whatever labor they can com- 
mand. Their right to develop their properties 
without interference should not be denied. The 
Ohio Governor’s promise to maintain order 
with armed forces, if necessary, should assure 
them that privilege. 

It is by no means certain, however, 
that the possibilities of compromise have been 
exhausted. The situation may well have 
reached a deadlock from the viewpoint of the 
operators and miners. The injection of the 
public point of view might bring about the 
solution which now seems impossible. A con- 
ference of the two factions from the three 
States, called by the responsible authorities 
and in the public interest, can do no harm. It 
will at least give the public an opportunity to 
study and judge the issues, and the consequent 
weight of opinion may prove of great value to 
both sides. 


THE HOME OF “INSTITUTES.” 


Washington is rapidly becoming the home of 
“institutes.’’ One of the first to establish head- 
quarters in the city was the “Institute of 
Architects,” followed soon after by the “In- 
stitute of Meat Packers,”’ the “Institute of Mar- 


garine Manufacturers,” and a score of other 
trade organizations which, without forming 
themselves into trusts in violation of the Sher- 
man or any other “antitrust” law, have dis- 
covered that there are many trade practices, 
common to each, which can be directed best 
through a central organization. 

. The American canners have long maintained 
headquarters in Washington, and have found 
that through this organization they can all 
work in harmony for the general interest of 
the trade, as well as the public. Through their 
advertising campaigns and the distribution of 
information as to markets, both domestic and 
foreign, the canners have increased the scope 
and enhanced the stability of their business. 

The latest trade to appear with headquarters 
right at the doorway of governmental informa- 
tion is the ‘‘Institute of Carpet Manufacturers 
of America,’ which has opened offices in one 
of the big office buildings. It is explained that 
the purpose of the organization is “to improve 
production and distributive methods, to pre- 
pare for the mobilization of the industry in 
national emergencies, to cooperate with private 
and governmental corporations or other agen- 
cies engaged in similar activities, and to use 
any and all lawful means for the development 
of all phases of the carpet industry.” 

The immediate program “includes measures 
to expand both the domestic and foreign mar- 
kets for carpet products, also the gathering of 
statistical information as to raw material, pro- 
ductions, stocks on hand, shipments, new 
orders and unfilled orders, and practical co- 
operation with all channels of distribution.” 

While Washington will never become a great 
manufacturing city, it is the ideal home for 
such “institutions,” and fortunately-there is no 
present or prospective lack of offices in which 
they can find ample accommodations. 


A FAIR DIAGNOSIS. 

Our economic problem, it is explained to us, 

is not that the average income is inadequate to 
meet the demand for those things outside the 
circle of absolute necessities. Standards of 
living are rising faster than the standards of 
income, says the Hudson Star. A”’brief sum- 
mary of some of the new “necessities” of life 
are large homes, expensive furniture, automo- 
biles, extensive personal wardrobes, vacation 
trips, player-pianos, radios, phonographs, 
higher education, libraries, rich foods and so- 
cial activity. These requirements are not un- 
usual for the families of wage-earners and of- 
fice workers. It has been variously estimated 
that the luxuries of the average home cost 
from 50 per cent to 200 per cent of the bare 
needs of subsistence. It is probable we could 
find our luxury budget exceeding our expenses 
‘for the necessaries of life if we could agree 
upon what is a “‘luxury” and what is a ‘“neces- 
sary.”” From one viewpoint all luxuries are 
necessaries. What was a luxury under a lower 
standard of living becomes a necessary under

Policeman’s Firearms. 

To the Editor of The Post—Sir: The 
police trial board has found Policeman 
B. R. Campbell guilty of the unwar- 
ranted use of firearms. The verdict 
stated that shots fired by him on July

not in the protection of his life or the 
life of a brother officer.” The penalty 
for his conviction was a fine of $100.

The facts warrant further 
action by the legal authorities of the 
District of Columbia. 

If Policeman Campbell is guilty of 
unwarranted use of his revolver, what 
of the death of Hall? If the officer 
exceeded his authority in discharging 
the weapon, can he escape responsi- 
bility for the result? The police trial 
board has established a clear case of 
cause and effect, but ruled officially 
only upon one-half of the question. 
The courts should give the, complete 
answer. } 

It is of public interest, too, to learn 
from the statement of the trial board 
that the revolver with which a police- 
man is armed is intended for “the pro- 
tection of his life or the life of a 
brother officer.” It is a clause in the 
police manual apparently unfamiliar to 
the majority of those attached to the 
force.

COLUMBIA MEETS TEST 


Paris, Aug. 4 (A.P.).—Some’ progress 
was made today in the task of patch- 
ing up the differences between Charles 
A Levine, owner of the transatlantic 
Plane Columbia, and Maurice Drouhin, 
French aviator, whom Levine engaged 
to pilot the ship on a return flight to 
the United States. 

Their lawyers met today to discuss 
the service of a summons on Levine 
last night by Drouhin demanding that 
|'Levine carry out his agreement with 
‘the pilot as to financial arrangements. 
| The lawyers reached no final agree- 
|}ment, but said a new contract might 
| be agreed upon tomorrow. 

Levine’s answer to the summons that 
he would deposit the 300,000 francs 
insurance fund for Drouhin’s family 
| was followed today by a more optimistic 
|note in the Drouhin camp. The French 
aviator took the Columbia up for a 
.gasoline consumption test, and it was 
found that the same motor that took 
the airplane from Now York to Ger- 
many consumes 5 per cent less fuel. 

The question remaining to be set- 
| tled is just when the 300,000 francs is 
|to be deposited. Drouhin’s lawyer de- 
| mands that this be done at once, since 
everything is ready for the flight, with 
the exception of a load test. Levine's 
lawyer is understood thus far to have 
avoided setting a definite time, al- 
though giving assurance that Levine 
was in accord with Drouhin on this 
point.

Fisher of Pennsylvania that they had 
follov-cd his lead.

Rediscount rates of both the New 
York and Boston Federal Reserve Banks 
were reduced yesterday to 314 per cent, 
effective today, the Federal Reserve 
Board approving the applications of 
both banks to make the reduction at 
a meeting late yesterday afternoon. In 
making the announcement of its action, 
D. R. Crissinger, governor of the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board, would make no 
comment on the reductions 

There was little surprise felt in 
Washington’s financial district at the 
action of the New York and Boston 
Feredal Reserve Banks, as it was felt 
here that a reduction would shortly 
follow those in Kansas City and St. 
Louis so that a 4 per cent rate in the 
East would not have the effect of 
diverting funds from the sections where 
reductions had already taken place. 

“This is the first change in the 
rediscount rate at New York since Au- 
gust last year, at which time it ad- 
vanced from 31% per cent to 4 per
